We 
should have them next year and better yet, we 
should have several of his new ones to intro- 
duce. 


You will find his varieties throughout our 
catalogue — they were all grown from his stock 
— you can buy with assurance — in many cases 
you are getting potential champions. 
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OUR NEW FARM 


Early in the year we purchased more ground. Our property at 
Aurora was getting too expensive to operate for growing bulbs. We 
have 75 acres of sandy loam soil, plenty of water to irrigate and all 
the necessary equipment, tractors, storage facilities, truck, etc. We 
have been able to expand our operations considerably and at the same 
time raise just as good a bulb as we did at Aurora. Most of the opera- 
tions have been moved to the new farm. Shipment may be made from 
either the farm at Madison, Ohio or from our home at Aurora, Ohio. 
Our new farm, being located close to Lake Erie gives us about six to 
eight weeks more growing time, a month in the spring and a month in 
the fall. Size one from bulblets was common—especially on some va- 
rieties. We feel that we can offer much better service and as good or 
better quality than we have been giving you in the past. 


PRAY 
For Seeds: | 


We can get around 35 size three or four bulbs from one of our five 
by seven trays, provided we start the seeds inside, about four to six 
weeks ahead of our regular planting season. The extra six weeks 
growing seems to add at least one size to our results. 


We use a light weight pressed wood tray, looks like paper mache 
but actually is pressed wood. The trays we use have a ledge around 
the top, about %4 of an inch down. We put good garden soil in the tray 
up to the ledge, plant our seeds on top of the soil and then put about 
%4 of an inch of sand (lake sand, building sand) on top. The sand ab- 
sorbs water easily, lets it percolate down to the seed readily. 


Some three weeks after the seed is planted, you will see sprouts 
coming through. In another three weeks, the roots will begin to work 
through the tray — then it’s time to put the trays in the garden or 
the cold frame. You have a little latitude — you can wait for a nice 
day but the trays should be in the garden about six weeks after plant- 
ing. If May Ist is your planting date, you can start your seed about the 
middle of March. 


See that you have a loose friable soil ready for the trays, nestle 
them in and bring the loose dirt right up to the top of the trays. Keep 
them well watered throughout the summer and in the fall, you will be 
surprised what nice seedling bulbs you have. Many of the bulbs will 
have worked through the trays into the ground underneath, so watch 
carefully when digging. 


Some crosses naturally will produce larger bulbs than other crosses 
but you will find that the extra six weeks is well worth the time and 
expense. 


For Bulblets: | 


For those hard to germinate bulblets — try planting them in trays 
and handling like you do the seeds only in the case of some bulblets, 
you can plant eight to ten weeks before you expect to be able to put 
them outside. Plant them just like the seed, fill the top 34” with sand. 
Keep watering them until you get a good stand showing through and 
then put out in the garden. For bulblets of those you-can’t seem to 
germinate, try this method. 15 to 25 bulblets to a tray, depending on 
how valuable they are. 
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We are not trying to push the sale of these trays but are trying to 
help you get better results. We handle them more as an accommoda- 
tion — they are priced 10 for $1.00; 50 for $4.00; 100 for $7.00. Ten trays 
weigh about a pound when packed with bulbs, but if shipped separate- 
ly, better figure two pounds for ten trays.

One of our big expense items is postage and express on our orders. 
We have concluded that it is best for each to pay their own transporta- 


tion charges, then the man living close by is not paying part of the 
cost of the transportation for the man living a long way away. 


Will you therefore please include postage with your remittance.

C.O.D. orders must be accompanied by at least a 25% down 
payment. 
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TREATMENT 


For small lots of bulbs we would recommend a treatment of Arasan 
and DDT. Eight ounces of Arasan to 10 pounds 5% D.D.T. well mixed 
together. Arasan for a disease prevention and DDT for thrip. A spoon- 
ful or so of the dust with a few bulbs in a bag will coat the bulbs and 
give good protection. For larger quantities, we use New Improved 
Ceresan in a 15 minute dip — just before we plant in the field. The 
latter is rather messy, particularly for small lots. Either will give good 
control. 


For thrip control we tried Aldrin — 2 to 3 pounds to the acre be- 
fore planting. Apparently, that gave full control of thrip without fur- 
ther spraying or dusting for the entire season. At the NAGC conven- 
tion last year, several growers reported very good results from such 
a treatment. We tried it and will also report excellent thrip control 
without further spraying or dusting. Aldrin will also help control 
wire worms, grubs, etc. 


EARLY ORDERS 


This last year we started planting on March 9th so you can see why 
we ask for your orders early in the year. Our stocks are full and we 
have no trouble filling orders for various sizes up to that time, but by 
the first of April, some of the varieties or sizes will be depleted. We 
can give your order better attention early in the year — we have more 
time to select the best bulbs — so try to get your order in early for 
you will help us very much when you do. 


SHIPPING 


We can ship express practically any time within reason, but most 
parcel post orders are shipped in March or April. If you want your 
order early, have it shipped by express. Help us by showing the ap- 
proximate date you want to get your bulbs. You know your local con- 
ditions better than we do — so help us that way. 


PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


Planting instructions will be included with all shipments. This will 
be the latest up to date information available, written by experts— 
published by the North American Gladiolus Council. 


SUBSTITUTIONS 


We might as well be frank on the substitution situation. No one 
likes to substitute and no one likes to get a substitution, but there are 
certain limitations that are hard to overcome. A small 25c item that 
we cannot fill on an order makes it almost prohibitive to refund, and 
we would probably substitute. We will not substitute on anything but 
small items. On the early orders there is seldom any reason tc 
substitute and we do not run into much trouble until the middle or 
end of March. After that time it becomes increasingly difficult to 
fill all items as ordered. Therefore, on all orders received after March 
15th, unless you specifically request us not to do so, we will substitute 
size, but not varieties. After April lst we will substitute size first 
and then varieties. You may be sure of one thing, though, we 
sy ave better value in the substitution than the one originally 
ordered. 
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SALES TAX 


We have been advised by the State Tax Commission that we will 
have to collect 3% sales tax from all Ohio customers. Please include 
the amount with your order unless you have an exemption certificate. 
PLEASE NOTE THIS APPLIES TO OHIO CUSTOMERS ONLY. 


EXTRAS 


Each year we put a note in the catalogue, asking that you mention 
an extra or two that you might like to receive. We can’t always give 
you what you might like, but the mention of an extra at least helps us 
to decide what you are interested in. 


There has been considerable talk among the growers of doing away 
with the giving of an extra. In fact, some growers are doing this right 
now but for our part the idea of putting an extra in the order is two- 
fold—one to give you a chance to look at some variety we think is 
extra nice, and second, to sort of say “thank you” for your order. 


So—please list a few names of some varieties you might like to 
have—it will help us ever so much. 


GUARANTEE 


We guarantee our bulbs to be true to name and free from disease or 
thrip. If any of our bulbs are found not to be as represented, we will 
either refund your money upon their return or we will replace the 
unsatisfactory stock. We cannot, at any time, be responsible for 
more than the original amount paid for the bulbs. Due to conditions 
beyond our control, we are not responsible for the growth of bulbs or 
bulblets. All orders are placed with this understanding. 

Please open package immediately upon its receipt. Examine care- 
fully and if not satisfactory, advise us at once. We admit we make 
mistakes once in a while, but we are ready to adjust them without 
complaint. Both the field and the bulbs in storage have been state 
inspected, which with our own rigid inspection, makes us feel sure 
of our stock.
